MOVING TOWARD MILITARISM 

Tokio reports that the army has laid down the 
Jaw as to who shall be minister of war, and on 
what lines the government must be constructed. 

Japan being militaristically inclined, the army 
may have its way, despite the murder of Premier 
Inukai by military cadets. The more so because 
of the Soviet army that has been mobilized along 
the border of Manchuria. 

There is nothing to indicate that Moscow means 
this as a threat. But the Japanese people who 
built an empire by their courage, enterprise and 
loyalty, are likely to see in the situation a warning 
that they must be prepared to protect themselves 
and to make good the policy of expansion they find 
necessary to accommodate their surplus population 
under their own flag. 


THE TAXES SHOW THE TREND 

Dominion income tax payments during April 
were about 25 per cent less than during the corre- 
sponding month of last year. But for the increase 
in rates the revenue would have been perhaps a 
third less than a year ago. 

That is rather surprising. Not because the slump 
wes so large but because it was not larger. Many 
people who hid taxable incomes in 1930 had in- 
comes too smull to be taxable in 1931, and some 
no incomes at all. And those whose incomes last 
year are taxable will have less to pay than they 
had a year ago, almost without exception. 

From the revenue standpoint the Provincial 
Government chose the worst possible time to bring 
in a provincial income tax. Pursuing a vanished 
income for taxation purposes is bound to be dis- 
appointing. From another standpcint the time was 
well chosen. The fewer wno have to pay the fewer 
protests there will be.

The city, it is intimated, may be able to finance 
capital expenditure this year the amount of 
$250,000, to be spent in the making of streets and 
sidewalks, 
vices, and other necessary improvements. 

The amount is not large measured by 
standards of other years. By present day standar 
it is large, larger probably than most cities of the 
size could afford to spend. 

If the sum can be financed this is further proof 
that the finances of the city are in good order and 
iis credit sound. Any place or person must have 
unshaken credit today to coax a loan of a quarter 
of a million dollars out of the banks or the public. 

The expenditure of this sum would provide 
employment for many men for several months, in 
work that will have to be done some day, can never 
be done cheaper, and is really required. That would 
help to support business conditions, and keep the 
trade current moving through the dull mid-summer 
season. 

If the financial arrangements can be made, the 
sooner the work is put in hand the better.

CEMETERY REGULATIONS 


Editor Bulletin: 

I understand that the Edmonton 
Cemetery Co., located on 116th 
St. and 107th Ave., have recently 
made new rules and regulations 
concerning interments, which ap- 
pear somewhat drastic and which 
may make it difficult for some 
people to meet these require- 
ments. 

The facts as I understand them 
are as follows: 

To obtain permission from the

| Cemetery Co. to erect a monu- 
| 


| ment, a sketch of the proposed 
erection must be sent to the com- 
pany, with height, weight and size 


| of base, also a copy of inscription 


must be given. 

It is also proposed to make 
| what is called “a perpetuity 
charge for the care of the monu- 
ment, which must be paid before 
the erection of the monument. 

Again, no monument will be 
allowed on single graves, but only 
markers of prescribed size and

will be put in by the Cemetery

But I think it significant when a school principal, 
a government servant and a newspaper editor mect 
by chance at a cafe table and find the thoughts of 
all three to be running in the same channel,

However, a hundred years ago, men were as 
hazardous in their 
fearful ones today. 

Macaulay in his “Essay on Southey’s Colloquies 
on Society,” published in the Edinburgh Review of 
January, 1830, shows that people then were as nerv- 
ous of the future as are many today. Much of it 
reads as if it were written for today. Says Ma- 
caulay: 

The present moment is one of great dis- 
tress. But how small will that distress ap- 
pear when we think.of the last forty years— 

a war, compared with which all other wars 

sink into insignificance;—taxation, such as 

the most heavily taxed people of former times 
could not have conceived—a debt larger 
than all the public debts that ever existed 
in the world, added together;—the food of the 
people studiously rendered dear—the cur- 
rency impudently debased, and improvident- 

ly restored . 

Then he goes on to ask if the country really is 
poorer than it was in 1790 and goes on to point out 
some of the things which almost certainly will come 
to pass by 1930, the prediction of which at the time 
of writing would appear insane to many people. 

These are the things which Macaulay predicted 
m cht come to pass by 1930—the prediction of which 
he feared would appear insane to many people: 

That Great Britain by 1930 would have a 
population of fifty million people. 

That Sussex or Huntingdonshire would 
by 1930 be wealthier than the wealthies parts 
of the West Riding of Yorkshire then were. 

‘That cultivation would be carried to the 
tops of Ben Nevis and Helvellyn. 

What machines, constructed on principles 
ihen unknown, would be in every house. 

That “there will be no highways, but rail- 
roads; no travelling but by steam.” 

That “our debt, vast as it seems to us, will 
appear to our great grand-children a trifling 
encumbrance which might easily be paid off 
in a year or two.” 

Macaulay then goes back to the panic days of 
1720 when Parliament met in perplexity and terror 
after the crash of that year. He points out that in 
1720 any prophet would have been declared insane 


who had been bold enough to predict that by 1830: 


The wealth of England would surpass all 
dreams. 

That the annual revenue by 1830 would be 
equal to the principal of the debt which in 
1720 was considered an intolerable burden 

That for one man of £19,000 then living 
there would be five of £50,000. 

That London would be twice as large and 
twice as populous with a mortality dimin- 
ished to one half. 

That stage-coaches would run from Lon- 
don to York in twenty-four hours; and 

That men would be able to sail without 
wind and to ride without horses. 

“Our ancestors would have given as much credit 
ich predictions as they gave to Gulliver's Trav- 
says Macaulay.

SUNDAY-—Breakfast: Eggs poached in milk, 
served ot: Melba toast, Stewed figs. Lunch: Escal. 
loped potatoes, asparagus, Salad of head Iettuce, 
Dinner: Baked chicken, Shredded Wheat Biscuit 
dressing, Buttered beets, Spinach, Salad of raw 
celery, Pineapple sponge. 

MONDAY—Breakfast: Crisp waffle, with a little 
maple syrup, One coddled egg, *Applesauce. Lunch: 
Pint of buttermilk, 10 or 12 dates. Dinner: Minced 
chicken in tomato jelly (chicken left from Sunday), 
Fresh green peas, Cooked greens, Salad of grated 
carrots, Cup custard. 

TUESDAY — Breakfast: Wholewheat muffins, 
with peanut butter, Stewed prunes. Lunch: Stewed 
tomatoes, Baked egg plant, Salad of raw spinach. 
Dinner: Vegetable soup, Roast beef, string beans, 
mashed turnips, Salad of grated raw carrots on 
lettuce, Peach whip. 

WEDNESDAY—Breakfast: French omelet, Melba 
toast, Stewed prunes. Lunch: Oranges as desired, 
Milk. Dinner: Broiled fillet of sole, green peas, 
McCoy salad (tomatoes, cucumbers and lettuce), no 
dessert. . 

THURSDAY—Breakfast: Berries (canned and 
drained of all sugary juice), Glass of milk. Lunch: 
Baked potato, cooked lettuce, ripe olives. Dinner: 
Roast mutton, baked ground beets and carrots, 
Vegetable salad molded in gelatin, Ice cream. 

FRIDAY—Breakfast: Baked eggs, Re-toasted 
Shredded Wheat Biscuit; Pear sauce. Lunch: Raw 
apples as desired, with handful of pecans. Dinner: 
Baked fish (except salmon); Asparagus salad of 
sliced tomatoes; Plain Jello or Jell-well, no cream. 

SATURDAY-—Breakfast: Cottage cheese; Pine- 
apple; Re-toasted Triscuit. Lunch: Spaghetti, boiled 
in plain water and seasoned only with butter; 
String beans; Salad of raw celery. Dinner: Roast 
pork; Cooked spinach; Steamed carrots; Salad of 
shredded raw cabbage and parsley; Apricot whip. 

*APPLESAUCE: Quarter and core, but do not 
peel, the desired number of apples. Place in 
earthen or glass baking dish without any water, 
cover tightly, and bake on the shelf of a slow oven 
until soft enough to whip into a foamy mixture. 
Set aside to cool, and place in the ice box until 
ready to serve. This slow even cooking brings out 
the natural fruit sugar, and apples prepared in this 
manner are much superior in flavor and food value 
to those which are hurriedly boiled on top of the 
stove, and to which sugar and water are added. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Miss Neva D. writes: “I recently had 
an operation for appendicitis and prolapsus of the 
internal organs, but don’t seem to gain strength as 
I should. Also, have a constant fear that someone 
is going to harm me, although I really don't believe 
I have a real enemy. For hours at night I lic awake, 
almost afraid to turn in bed, and sometimes I walk 
all night from room to room, looking out first one 
door and another, watching for something, I don't 
know what. I am miserable. Can you help me?” 

ANSWER: Your organs are probably prolapsed 
as badly as before and you have all the neurotic 
symptoms which go with a pressure of the prolapsed 
organs upon the uterus and ovaries. You certainly 
could be helped with the right treatment, but such 
treatment cannot be given through the columns of 
a newspaper. You need manipulative treatment of 
the abdomen, and exercising of the abdominal 
muscles to make these muscles strong so that they 
will hold the abdominal organs in place. 

QUESTION: J. D. K. inquires: “Will you please 
tell me the principal source of ptomaine poisoning?” 

ANSWER: Ptomaine poisoning is caused princi- 
pally from using protein foods which have under- 
gone a certain degree of putrefaction. This would 
include all the meats, also the dairy products and 
fish. 

QUESTION: O. asks: “What is the normal blood 
pressure for a man of 70?” 

ANSWER: For the adult, the normal blood pres- 
sure should be from 120 to 130 systolic. This should 
not increase much in those of advanced age, and 
should never go higher than 130. 


REVIEW OF AUSTRALIAN TRADE, 1930-31 

The. total overseas trade of Australia for the 
twelve months ended June 30, 1931, at par of ex- 
change, amounted to $792,486,029 comprising imports 
to the value of $296,263,816, and exports valued at 
$496,222,213, writes D. H. Ross, Canadian trade com- 
missioner in Melbourne, in the forthcoming issue of 
the Commercial Intelligence Journal, Comparative 
figures of Canada’s trade for the corresponding 
period are $1,574,636,222, made up of imports to the 
value of $819,277,358, and exports valued at $755,- 
358,864. Importations into Australia from Canada 
during the fiscal year 1930-31 were valued at £1,- 
377,217, a decrease of £2,125,204 from the total of the 
the previous year, while Australian exports to 
Canada in 1930-31 amounted to £958,370, an increase 
amounting to the sum of $214,988 over the trade for 
1929-30, Chief among the items imported from Can- 
ada showipg declines were preserved fish in tins, 
agricultural implements and machinery, chassis and 
chassis parts, dressed timber, undressed timber, and 
printing paper. All classes of Australian imports 
showed declines which were very serious in cotton 
manufactures, yarn, food, drink and tobacco, ma- 
chinery, iron and steel, metals, oils, electrical goods 
and automobiles; on the other hand, raw cotton im- 
ports increased by about 30 per cent. The heaviest 
decrease among eports was in grains and flour, raw 
and waste cotton, jute manufactures, tea, gums and 
lacs, raw and tanned hides and skins, 
metals and rubber. As a consequence of the gen- 
eral the automobile market was de 
pressed and imports declined by approximately 23 
per cent in value and 17 per cent in number. In 
port of cars made in the United Kingdom, howeve 
showed an improvement .

Jasper National Park on June Ist, 
1932, Canada will offer to the 


angling world proof of an amaz- 
ing success in speckled trout cul- 
ture. Where previous to 1927 not 
a speckled trout swam, there are 
now fish of from four to six or 
seven pounds in weight, and their 
numbers are increasing with such 
rapidity that it has been decided 
to allow angling within the re- 
strictions imposed by National 
Park regulations. 


Sportsmen, accustomed to angling 
in streams where trout are “Edu- 
cated” to the extent that they fight 
shy of every shadow and who think 
Of artificial progagation of game 
fish as something which is carried 
on for the benefit only of succeed- 
ing generations, will perhaps doubt 
a fellow fisherman who tells of the 
results in Jasper National Park, so 
I must quote a report made by two 
of Canada's leading fish biologists. 
7 In three and a half years after 
the first fry were planted in the 
“Maligne-Medicine Lakes system of 

Jasper National Park, these biolo- 
gists found: 

Speckled trout (Salvelinus Fon- 
finalis) three and a half years old, 
weighing upwards of four pounds 
@nd spawning for the third time;

In two small lakes off Medicine 
Lake, trout of six and seven pounds 
have been seen, despite the fact 
that not a single fish was in these 
waters previous to the*planting of 
fry in 1927. 


As a result, the biologists recom- | 


mend to the National Parks Depart- 
ment that sporting fishing be per- 
mitted in these lakes in 1932 and 
the order to this effect has just 
been announced. The _ biologists 
state: “It is believed that Jasper 
Park will be one of the best fish- 
ing places on the whole North Am- 
erican Continent.”

taken and no person may take more 
than fifteen fish in one day with a 
daily weight limit of thirty pounds, 
No person shall fish by any means 
other than angling for sport pur- 
@oses, and the regulations state: 
“Angling shall include trolling and 
ghall mean the taking of fish with 
hhook and line held in the hand or 
hook and line and rod, the latter 
held in the hand, but shall not in- 
clude set lines or lines fastened to 
a boat.” Gangs of hooks may not 
be used. 


The story goes back to 1925 and| 


1926, in which summers a party of 
biologists under Professor G. H. 
O'Donoghue of the Biological Board 
of Canada conducted extensive in- 
vestigations in a number of Jakes in 
Jasper National Park, with a view 
to stocking them with fish. 


Jasper National Park, largest of 
Canada’s national playgrounds, com- 
prises more than 4,200 square miles 
of Rocky Mountain territory, with 
hundreds of mountain peaks and 
glaciers, many beautiful lakes and 
many streams flowing from those 
flaciers and lakes. In the Atha- 
basca river, into which may of these 
streams empty, in its tributary 
streams and in likes with access to 
and from these streams, native game 
fish were plentiful when white men 
first visited Jasper. In addition to 
these fish there had been spasmodic 
planting of trout and fingerlings in 
certain lakes. However, it was 
found that the Medicine-Maligne 
Jakes and the Maligne river con- 
necting them contained not a fish of 
any species. The Maligne river, 
starting at Maligne Lake, flows to 
Medicine Lake and then continues 
as a subterranean stream, without 
visible outlet from Medicine Lake. 
Some distance from that lake it re- 
appears on the surface, to flow for a 
short distance before entering Ma- 
ligne Canyon, through which it 
plunges on its way down to join the 
‘Athabasca. Through the canyon the 
river tumbles in a series of water- 
falls and cataracts, the highest fall 
more than 100 feet, obviously an in- 
surmountable obstacle to any fish 
attempting to ascend from the Atha- 
basca waters, 


FIRST STEP TAKEN 

The growing popularity of Jasper 
‘National Park as a tourist resort 
since the completion of Jasper 
Park Lodge, required that sporting 
fishing be provided for and assured 
to the hundreds of anglers visiting 
ie area. As the fishing then exist- 
ent was more or less incidental to 
other forms of holiday enjoyment, 
as a first step towards improvement 
a survey of the Jakes was made by 
a party of government biologists. 
In Medicine and Maligne Lakes and 
the Maligne river it was found that 
no fish existed, but that these wat- 
ers contained a plentiful supply of 
fish food in the form of shrimps, in- 
pect larvae, shellfish and plankton, 
and a recommendation was made 
that they be stocked with speckled 
trout. 

In the spring of 1927 several 
thousand speckled trout fry were 
hatched in trays installed in the 
basement of Park Administration 
headquarters at Jasper, under the 
care of wardens and superintend- 
ent, and when ready, the iry were 
carried by packhorse over some Six- 
ty miles of mountain trail and dis- 
tributed in the lakes named. Due 
to favorable conditions and to the 
absence of natural enemies, the 
mortality among the fry was neg- 
ligible, and when, after sixteen

Neave, government biologists, vis- 
ited the scene of their former in- 
vestigations, they found fish of a 
maximum length of 20 inches, 
weighing up to two pounds, and at} 
sixteen months old, already begin- 
ning to spawn. Bajkov is a Russian 
emigre who studied trout culture 
on the estates of the late Czar Nich- | 
olas and who was forced to flee 
from the country, coming to Can-| 
ada to continue his studies here. 

In Beaver Lake, about one mile} 
along a small brook from the south 
end of Medicine Lake, the biologists 
found spawning fish covering the 
bottom of the lake to an area of 
several hundred square feet. In the | 
winter of 1929-1930 fish gathered in 
such large numbers near the inlet 
to Beaver Lake that the wardens | 
were compelled’ to make an arti- 
ficial channel to allow the fish to 
go up stream and thus avoid their 
perishing through lack of oxygen. 


throughout the Maligne river and | 
were found in all the deeper places 
between Maligne and Medicine 
Lakes. 

The biologists, Bajkov and Neave, | 
set a 30-foot gill net near the out- 
let of Maligne Lake, in order to 


take some specimens of trout. In 
two hours more than four hundred 
fish had been caught, and it was | 
necessary to spend another two} 
hours in cutting away the meshes | 
of the net and returning these fish 
to the lake. 

In September, 1931, Bajkov and | 
Neave again visited the lakes. They 
found fish (now approximately | 
three and a-half years old) spawn- | 
ing for the third time, and found | 
that the trout had spawned in large | 
numbers all over the lake and into | 
the Upper Maligne river. 

When test fishing with rod and 
line in Beaver Lake, where the 
water is very clear, it was observed 
that as the spoon lure which was | 
being used struck the water, trout 
rushed from all directions towards | 
the splash and if the spoon was not | 
immediately seized, fish followed it | 
to the shore. At this time four- | 
pound trout were taken in Maligne | 
Lake and fish weighing between | 
six and seven pounds were observ- 
ed by wardens in two small lakes 
near the Shovel Pass. | 

“In spite of the large quantities 
of fish in the Medicine-Maligne | 
system there is still a large amount | 
of food available in the form of | 
shrimps, molluscs and insect lar- 
vae,” the biologists state in their 
report. “Thanks to this abundance 
of food there is no danger of over- | 
stocking the lakes at the present | 
time.” In closing their report these | 
biologists modestly state: “The 
stocking of the Medicine-Maligne | 
system with speckled trout has 
given results second to none in the} 
history of fish culture.” 


OTHER LAKES 

There are other Jakes and water 
systems in Jasper National Park. 
There are Dolly Varden trout ,averag- 
ing about six pounds in weight, which 
rise readily to a fly in Jacques Lake 
which may be visited enroute to Ma- 
ligne. There are the lakes in Shovel 
Pass with six and seven pound speck- 
led trout, and there are fighting rain- 
bow trout in Buffalo Prairie Lake and 
at the Beaver Dams along the home- 
ward way. There are trout in Cale- 
donia and other lakes and in the 
Astoria River, and there has been 
some spasmodic planting of Loch 
Leven and other trout, so there is 
plenty of sport for the wet and dry 
fly fisherman 

Still other lakes in this great Na- 
tional Park are yet without fish, 
Amethyst, one of the most charming 
bodies of water in Tonquin Valley, is 
barren of fish, yet believed to con- 
tain much fish food. It may be that 
Canada's next fish culture experiment 
will Me in planting its weters with 
trout or grayling. 

Outside of the waters in such a 
park as this, it is doubtful if there 
could be found such conditions, These 
a: glacial lakes and streams, abso- 
lutely devoid of pollution from any 
source, and they are fed by the waters 
from surrounding ice-fields, These 
factors, plus the abundance of fish 
food, which mysteriously exists at 
altitudes of five and six thousand feet 
above sea level and the absence of 
predatory fish and other enemies, 
made possible the astounding success 
of Canada’s experiment at growing a 
fish story, which, to quote the bio- 
logists’ report, “has given results sec- 
ond to none in the history of fish 
culture,”

A missed shot, or rather an in- 
accurate shot, often can be attri- 
buted to improper functioning of 
the left foot.
